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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 12, as well as their dependent claims, are found to be allowable because the 
prior art of record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests the recitations found therein including 
at least one yarn feed unit being mounted for selective movement so that different yarn feed 
positions are selectable by adjusting the position of the moveable yarn feed unit, in combination 
with at least two yarn feed units, each respectively handling a single yarn. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

Baader et al (6209301), Jaschke et al (5924272), Tanaka et al (4550560), Bru et al 
(4332132), Rebsamen et al (3892019), Schippers (3842578), and Cockroft (3559255) all teach 
what is well known in the art, but fails to teach the combinations as spoken to above, including 
feed rollers, which indicates being driven, and two feed units present, each handling a separate 
yarn, with one being movable.
